The conference was assured that ' 
the treasury department at 
ington will issue $300,000,000 in gov- 
ernment currency, available to coun- 
try banks for loans on cotton at 12% 
cents on a basis of 75 per cent of the 
average price of the staple during the 
past five years. About 250 farmers, | 
bankers and merchants attended the 
conference. 

The above encouragment and a 
pledge that the country banks in 
the cotton counties will finance the 
farmer to the extent of gathering his 
crop, not only had the effect of cheer- 
ing farmers, but sent them to their 
homes certain that the situation 
caused by the European war is not 
hopeless, and witi a determination 
of holding their crops whenever it is 
not possible to get at least 12% cents 


a pound. 
Meeting in Macon. 

At Macon, on August 25, there will 
be another important conference of 
farmers, bankers, merchants and 
warehousemen. At the Macon confer- 
ence the resolutions and sugges- 
tions adopted at Monday’s confer- 
ence will be acted on. Experts who 
have studied the cotton industry of 
Georgia and the entire south say that 
the Macon conference will, if all the 
plans of the Atlanta conference are 
carried out, revolutionize the cotton 
industry throughout the sonth and 
make the farmer independent in the 
future. 

Resolutions which were submitted 
Monday to the Macon conference are 
as follows: 

“To ascertain immediately, available 
cotton warehouse facilities in each cot- 
ton county, for storage at ports and 
in warehouses owned by cotton mills 
and compresses. 

“To urge every cotton county and 
town to form ‘holding companies’ for 
the purpose of holding cotton, loaning 
money on cotton, and assits in caring 
for any imaginary or real surplus of 


the crop. 
“To urge interest of bankers and 


their financial aid to prevent the sale 
ef cotton below cost; also to urge the 
press in moulding sentiment in the in- 
terest of the holding movement. 

“To discourage the ‘one-crop system.’ 

“That cotton not be sold, when 
possible, at less than 12% cents, the 
price which the government recog- 
nizes as the cost of production. 

“That all farmers materially increase 
acreage of small grain crops, and 
thereby prepare to raise more food 
supply and be also prepared for a de- 
creased cotton acreage in 1915.” 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The resolutions were adopted by a 
committee of the conference. This 
committee was composed of S. B. 
Brown, Albany; R. A. Stafford, Barnes- 
ville; W. A. Branpon Moreland; Judge 
W. H. Davis, Wa: 4sboro; N. C. Coffin, 
Richland; Dr. H. E. Stockbridge, At- 
lanta; J. O. Harris, Decatur; L. G. 
Council, Americus; L. C. Miller, Sparta; 
Ww. Cc. Hill, Forsyth; R.D.Cole, New- 
nan: R. F. Duckworth, Atlanta, and J. 
Cc. Cooper, Atlanta. 

John D. Walker, of Sparta, who pre- 
sided as chairman of the conférence, 
and W. T. Anderson, of Macon, secre- 
tary, were named ex-officio members 
of the committee. The committee’s 
favorable report on the _ resolutions 
were adopted. 

The affiliated interests of the cotton 
industry which came to Atlanta believ- 
ing that the hope of saving the farmer 
fromadisastrous situation was a for- 
lorn one, realized before the confer- 
ence had been in progress half an hour 
that the situation was not too desper- 
ate that it could not be solved. Many 
farmers were under the impression that 
they were being left to fight their own 
fight, and very few knew that already 
$120,000,000 has been released from the 
national treasury to be _ distributed 
through New York banks to the coun- 
try banks in the cotton country of the 
south. This money, it is understood, is 
available for immediate use. 

Permanent Organization.

Our baby that wore 
acap bearing the word “France” was 
torn away from me, washed to the 
ground and ‘killed. 

“‘My brother-in-law was thrown in- 
prison at Bentheim. I escaped aft- 
various adventures, and succeeded

Hearing the Marseillaise,

London, August 17.—-(5:33 p. m.)—A Brussels dispatch to the Exchange 


Telegraph company says the French casualties in the fighting between 


Namur and Dinant were heavy, as the Germane were strongly entrenched 


and their artillery at the outset played great havoc with the French. 


The French wing at Dinant had been badly cut up and nearly routed 


and the men raliled and reformed. With splendid gallantry they charged, 
hurling themselves on the German troops, breaking through their Iines and 
putting them to flight. 

“The general scheme of the French plan,” says the correspondent of The 
Daily News, “seemed to be to turn the Germans out of Dinant by a crushing 
force after having first allowed them to enter it, and secondly, to drive them 
back generally toward Rochefort, a town twenty-six miles south of Huy.

The second 
occupied the remainder of the after- 
noon. From early morning, when the 
Germans took possession of a part of 
Dinant on the left bank of the Meuse, 
and a regiment of French infantry ad- 
vanced at the same time from the 
south to the north and occupied the 
other side of the town, skirmishes be- 
tween the two forces proceeded 
throughout the forenoon. 

“In the afternoon the fighting took 
the form of an artillery engagement. 
The French infantry withdrew from 
the town into the woods at the side 
of the Meuse, four miles from the 
river. 

“The arttilery then took charge of the 
battle. At the same moment, a French 


infantry regiment advancing along the 
Meuse on the right bank, from Houx, 
at the south of Namur, flung itself 
on the Germans in the town and, aided 
by artillery, drove them off. Then from 
3 o'clock until 6 the two armies were 
engaged in an artillery duel across the 
town. It was always the Germans who 
were retiring along the hills to the 
south of the town and always the 
who moved forward their bat- 
little by little. Gradually the 
French drove the Germans southward, 
probably along the road to Han Sur 
Lesse, pursuing all the time with in- 
fantry and chasseurs. 

“To all appearances, the French ar- 
tillery made better practice than the 
German. The number of killed and 
wounded must have been heavy.” 

A trip over the battlefield of Diest, 
Belgium, is described by the corre- 
spondent. He says: 

1,200 DEAD GERMANS 
ON SINGLE FIELD. 

“IT remember best a brown stretcn 
of harrowed ground half a furlong in 
length, which is the grave of 1,400 
Germans who fell in the fighting of 
Wednesday. All over the field are other 
graves, some of Germans, some of Bel- 
gians and some of horses. 

“When I reached the place peasants 
still were engaged in the work of 
burial. The battleground is about 
three miles long, with the harshly 
scarred village of Haelen at one end. 
Its houses are pierced with bullet 
holes. Hardly a pane of glass re- 
mains. The church spire is tumbled: 
over and the town clock wrenchel | 
from the place. 

“As 1 passed across the battlefield, a 
German biplane swept by like a car- 
rion crow, seeking other victims. Later 
in the day, I visited the Bruges prison, 
where 400 Germans are held. I never

“IT never saw anything llke It,” said 
Colonel Felder. ‘In fact, the world will 


never again see amything like the mad 
scramble from the continent to get to 
England and thence back to America. 
I was in Paris when the war broke out. 
My firm cabled me to get out of there 
teries as quickly as possible. yveryone 
told by the consuls all over the conti- 
nent to hurry to London, with the re- 
sult that everyone was headed that way 
and most of them were traveling with 
the smallest possible sum of money or 
with none at all. 

“In Paris and in England American 
checks were accepted in small sums 
for from 60 to 75 cents on the dollar. 
All Kinds of ruses were employed by 
people in both places to get our money 
for as small an outlay as possible. 
There were any number of persons who 
had plenty of money at home, but no 
way in the world to get It. 

‘Tt was all bad enough for the men, 
but it was terrible for the women. 
There were thousands of these women 
when I left there who had invested 
practically all their money in tickets 
and who were helpless when their 
tickets were refused and they had no 
one to turn to. We organized a com- 
mittee in London to investigate condi- 
tions. a 

“The conditions in thé gteerage com- 
ing over were terrible. Many women 
were compelled to stay there when they 
were really entitled to have as good 
as there was on the boat. We went 
to the front for them finally and condi- 
tions were isaproved.”

“Our correspondent, in a cryptic dispatch from Ghent, indicates 
that the Germans are advancing on the historic battle ground of 
Waterloo and that events of the greatest importance are in progress.”

taking to enforce her demands apparently were covered up’ by a strict 
censorship. 

Possible hostilities between Turkey and Greece were forecast by an 
official report of the passage through Bulgarian territory of Turkish troops 


going toward Greece and published in Copenhagen. It is said Greece has- 
threatened to take similar measures. 

The situation in the south was further complicated by a reported demanJ 
by Russia that Turkey allow the Russian Black sea fleet to pass through 
the Dardanelles. 

Four British battleships are reported 
cruisers from Antivari, where they had established a blockade.

W ould Protest Against Japs

Washington, August 17.—A resolution directing Secretary of State Bryan 
to protest against the announced intention of Japan to take over the German 
leased territory of Kiau-Chau, China, was introduced in the house today by 
Representative Britten, of Illinois. The resolution quotes the Japanese ulti- 
matum to Germany demanding the withdrawal of all German armed forces 
in Chinese teritory or waters, and the surrender of Kiao-Chau to Japan, and 
continues: 

“Whereas it is self-evident that the release of said territory to the 
Japanese government would be inimical to the interests of the United States 
and China, whose territory should be preserved; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the secretary of state be, and he hereby is, directed to 
communicate with the Japanese government that the United States views 
with concern the transfer by force of arms of any Chinese territory to Japan 


‘or any other foreign nation, or any transfer of territory without the uncon-

“The advance of the French armies 
continues to develop. Our troops have 
taken the heights of the north of the 
Alsatian frontier in German territory, 
and the French line now passes 
through Abrechevillier, Loquinvazou- 
dange and Marsal. 

“In the Donon or Rougement region 
we have occupied Schirmeck, eight 
miles frfom Saales, in Alsace, and we 
have e¢aptured twelve German field 
guns, eight machine guns and twelve 
gun carriages with ammunition. 

‘Our cavalry has penertated as far 
as Lutzelhausen and Muhlbach or 
Rosheim. 

“Farther to the south we occupy 
Ville, east of Durbeis, on the road to 
Schlestadt and Saint Croix-Aux-Mines 
and some heavy field artillery has been 
captured by the French troops. 

“In Alsace we have a strongly sup- 
porting line from Thann through Cer- 
nay to Dannemarie.” 

After remaining virtually inactive 
for two days, certain troops of Ger- 
man cavalry who were recently re- 
pulsed by the Belgians undertook new 
offensive operations against the Bel- 
gian front. 

It was evident that the Germans were 
awaiting reinforcements. When these 
arrived they proceeded in the direction 
of Wavre, a town fifteen miles south- 
east of Brussels.

St. Petersburg, August 17.—(Via 
London.)—The Russian war office to- 
day issued an official communication 
giving information as to the recent 
military movements on the frontier 
between Austrian Galiciaand Russian 
Poland. It says: 

“The defensive operations and the 
movements of reconnoitering detach- 
ments of the Russian army on the 
frontier of Galicia between August 13 
and 17 led to a series of attacks Dy 
cavalry supported by infantry and ar- 
tillery. 

“In the provinces of Pietrikoff and 
Kielce the Austrian cavalry occupied 
a front of over fifty miles in length 
extending along a line from Tohensto- 
chova through Andrejew to Sandomic. 
The cavalry was supported by in- 
fantry and by artillery. 

“On August 14 Austrian advance 
guards enetrated a short distance 
into Russian territory. It is reported 
that the offensive movement was 
checked by the Austrian troops.

CONGRESS PASSES 


SHIPPING MEASURE 


President Wilson Will To-; 


day Sign Measure Admit- 
ting Foreign-Built Ships 
to American Registry. 


Washington, August 


today passed the emergency shipping 


bill, which will authorize the president | 
to admit foreign-built ships to Ameri-| 


can registry, so that commercial fleets 
may sail the seas under protection of 
the American flag while belligerents 
of Europe are at war and scouring the; 
oceans for prizes. President Wilson 
will sign the bill tomorrow. 

Culmination of the effort to enact 
this legislation followed repudiation 
by the senate of the conference report 
on the measure, which previously had 
been radically amended in the senate. 
As it goes to the president, the bill 
was the same as it passed the house 
more than a week ago. 

The conference report met defeat in 
the senate by a vote of 40 to 20, be- 
cause of de®scmined opposition to the 
provision wi.oh would have admitted 
to the American coastwise trade all 
foreign-built vessels taking American 
register within two years. 

Twenty democrats and twenty repub- 
licans voted to reject the report which 
Was submitted and championed by 
Senator O'Gorman, chairman of the 
interoceanic canals.committee. Seven- 
teen democrats Senators Borah and 
Jones, republicans, and Senator Poin- 
dexter, progressive, voted for it. Sena- 
tor O’Gorman arraigned the opposing 
democrats, declaring they were cham- 
Pioning an‘ “offensive monopoly” and 
borrowing republican arguments in fa- 
vor of “un-American principle of pro- 
tection.” 

As finally agreed to, the bill, besides 
providing for the registry of foreign- 
built ships, authorizes the president. 
in his discretion, to suspend provisions 
of the law requiring all watch officers 
of American vessels in the foreign 
trade to be citizens of the United 
States, requiring survey, ‘tion and 
measurement of admitted to 
registry by officers of the United 
States.

The bill makes the govern- 
ment custodian of the cotton crop un- 
til prices regain a level on which the 
farmer can make a profit. The bill 
provides for @epositing government re- 
serve funds in each of the federal] re- 
serve banks with which to finance the 
crop. These deposits, according to the 
bill, will be paid out to the farmer at 
the rate of 12 cents a pound on his 
crop when he turns it over to the 
government. The title thereon shall 
then be’ vested in the government, or 
im the bank making the advance, to 
be held until the market reaches a 
stipulated figure. Provisions are made 
for interest which the farmer pays 
for money advanced him and for the 
repayment to the regional bank for 
storage charges, insurances and other 
incidentals. 

Discussing his bill, Mr. McLendon 
Stated that it would have the support 
of millions of farmers. He pointed out 
that there is a statute on the books 
now which provides for ~° $500,000,000 
emergency currency issues. He stated 
that while the government’s plan to 
put fifty transports into service to ex- 
port the crop is admirable, yet, he ex- 
plained, it is but a mere drop in the 
bucket. He said that 199 ships left 
Savannah with cotton during the last 
cotton season. 

Mr. McLendon was absent during the 
afternoon session of the committee 
when the bill was considered and re- 
ferred to the Macon meeting.

UN JAPAN'S ACTION 


Strategists Wonder if Jap 
Activities May Not Even- 
tually Be Extended So as 
to Affect American In- 
terests. 


Washington, August 17.—Japan’s 


sudden entry into the European war 
situation as a factor which might 
quickly increase the range of the great 
conflict to the Far East, commanded 
wide attention today, both among offi- 
cials of the Washington government 
and diplomats generally. 

The attitude of the United States, it 
became clear, would be one of non- 
interference in the controversy between 
Japan and Germany. This was re- 
flected somewhat in the studied reti- 
cence of both csesident Wilson and 
Secretary Bryan. The president had 
been asked whether Japan's assurance 
that she eventually would 
Kiau-Chau to China in case that terri- 
tory was obtained from Germany, was 
regarded as satisfactory here. Mr. 
Willson replied that he saw no reason 
to question Japan’s good faith in that 
connection, but carefully refrained from 
expressing any opinion on the merits 
of the utlimatum or Japan’s attitude. 
Published reports to the effect that the 
president had expressed hirfiself as sat- 
isfled with Japan's course were prompt- 
ly denied by Secretary Tumulty to- 
night at thes sident’s direction. 

Wilson Expresses No Opinion. 

“The president feels it incumbent 
on himself,” said Secretary Tumulty, 
“as the head of a neutral nation, to 
express no op'nions whatsoever on the 
attitude of Japan or any other coun- 
try.”” Diplomatic dispatches brought no 
further information as to the future 
course of either Japan or Germany, but 
official Washington was diverted for 
the moment from the thought of hos- 
tilities in .Europe to a hypothetical 
consideration of how American posses- 
sions in the Far East ultimately might

San Francisco, August 17.—The Ger- 
man cruiser Leipzig, which came into 
port before dawn today, moved into 
man-of-war row later in the day and 
began to take on coal and supplies. 
Contracts already had been placed 
with coal, victualing, towing and light- 
ering companies by the acting German 
consul. 

Permission in writing had not been 
formally requested, and as soon as the 
eollector of the port learned that coal- 
ing had begun without his authority, 
he ordered it stopped until the for- 
malities had been completed. 

The acting German consul protested, 
but the collector was firm. Inspector 
Bulger, he said, would examine the 
ecruiser’s bunkers, report how much 
eoal she needed to take her to Apia, 
and that much,-and no more, would be 
permitted her. The Leipzig had placed 
an order for 700 tons.

415,000 GOLD TAKEN 
FROM THE TENNESSEE 


Falmouth, Eng., August 17.—(1 p. m.) 
The sum of $415,000 in American gov- 
ernment gold was removed from the 
United States cruiser Tennessee and 
sent to London this morning. The gold 
was in small Kegs. 

After it had been landed the gold was 
placed on a wagon by American sail- 
ors and taken to the railroad station, 
where it was stacked in a special steel 
bullion car, which was securely locked 
with two keys, one of which was kept 
by the railroad company, and the other 
by the American Expresa company. 

The train left Falmouth at 11:30 and 
was expected to reach London at 6:45 
this evening, when the bullion was to 
be taken immediately to the Bank of 
Engiand.

ANDERSON S FAMILY 
ACTIVE IN CIVIL WAR 


F. D. Bloodworth, of Savannah, 
Makes Statement for Can- 
didate for Governor. 


Randolph Anderson headquar- 
ters in Atlanta has issued the follow- 
ing statement by F. D. Bloodworth, of 
Savannah, a Confederate veteran, in 
view of the fact that Judge Nat Har- 
ris, of Macon, is running for governor 
on his record as a Confederate veteran: 

“I see by the press that much is 
being made by friends of Judge Har- 
ris, of Macon, that he is a Confederate 
veteran, and the citizens of Georgia 
should vote for him on that account, 
as against Mr. Randolph Anderson, it 
being stated that Randolph Anderson 
is not a veteran of the civil war. 

“Of course, it will readily occur to 
the people of this state that the only 
reason why Mr. Anderson was not in 
the war was ‘because he was but a 
youth, and too young to enlist. Other- 
wise he would have been, and might 
have served in the same ranks with 
Judge Harris. But his family con- 
tributed as many gallant soldiers to 
the cause of the Confederacy as per- 
haps that of Judge Harris, or most 
men who were in the Confederate serv- 
ice. It is probable that no family in 
the state.gave more distinguished sol- 
diers to the Confederacy than did the 
Anderson family, of Savannah. 

“General Robert H. Anderson was a 
general in Wheeler’s cavalry, George 
W. Anderson was a major and the gul- 
lant defender of Fort McAllister: Cap- 
tain John W. Anderson captained the 
Savannah cadets in the western army: 
Olarence G. Anderson, a mere youth, 
was in the signal corps, and Clifford 
W. Anderson, about 15 vears of age, 
served as courier with the gallant Rob- 
ert H. Anderson. 

“The other branch of the family, of 
which Edward €. Anderson was the 
head, was no less patriotic. Colonel 
Edward C. Anderson was the repre- 
sentative of the Confederacy in Eu- 
rope Hie ran the blocKade with the 
steamship Finesal loaded with En- 
field rifles and other military sunplies. 
His son, Edward M. Anderson, was a 
young officer on the Alabama in her 
fight with the Kearsarge. The father 
of Randolph Anderson was Edward C. 
Anderson, Jr., and a commander of the 
Seventh Georgia cavalry in the army 
of northern Virginia. His father, at 
his own expense, fitted ovt the Ran- 
dolnh rangers and sent the troops to 
the front. 

iTpon the claims of military service 
to the Confederacy, I sibmit this fam- 
ilv record deserves consideration at the 
hands of Randolph Anderson's fellow- 
citizens.

Without mincing words or sparing 
force, Judge Nat E. Harris, of Macon, 
candidate for governor, attacked last 
night the charges that have been made 
against him in Fulton county during 


the past few days. 

At a large and enthusiastig meeting 
at 7:30 o'clock, at the corner of Walk- 
er and Peters streets, and at another 
at 8:30 o’clock in the city hall, at East 
Point, Judge Harris tore into hts op- 
ponents and hurled their charges back 


at them. 

“Mr. Anderson, one of my opponents, 
is trying to catch you with a hypo- 
critical dodger that with my election 
Atlanta is going to lose her capitol. 
He wants to make this an issue in 
Fulton county alone, regardless of the 
consequences the county might suffer 
later. What he says is untrue. The 
capitol removal business is not an 1S- 
sue in my campaign or his or Dr.

As one of the benefits from the new 
tax law the governor declared that 
the rate of taxation would be lowered 
this year and would probably reach 
2% mills next year. He cited instances 
where thousands of dollars of property 
was found taxed for the first time and 
numerous instances where the taxa- 
tion had been decreased by lowering 
the returns of some to a general stand- 
ard. He showed that the law was not 
discriminatory against land, but that 
the increase had largely been in the

Slaton at Ashburn. 

Ashburn, Ga., August 17.—(Special.) 
After an introduction by Judge R. L. 
Tipton, of the Ashburn circuit court, 
Governor John M. Slaton spoke here 
for more than an hour this afternoon 
to the largest and most appreciative 
gathering witnessed at Ashburn dur- 
ing the entire campaign. 

Arriving from Cordele at 3:30 
o'clock, the governor and his party 
was met by a number of citizens, 
prominent among whom were ex-Sena- 
tor J. S. Shingler, Judge E. E. Cox, 
Judge R. L. Tipton, Secretary G. C.

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THREE LINERS ARRIVE 
WITH EXCITING TALES 


Wireless for Help Brings Both 
German and British 
Warships. 


Montreal, August 17.—Three liners 
flying British flags and carrying more 
than 3,000 Americans and Canadians 
who fled from continental Europe upon 
the opening of hostilities, arrived here 
today. They were the Virginian of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, the Teutonic 
of the White Star line, and the Tunil- 


sian of the Allan line. 
All three ships had exciting voyages. 


To avoid German warships the liners 
sped through dense fogs among hidden 
icebergs. .in order not to divulge their 
position to the enemy fog horns and 
bells were not used, all lights were ex-~ 
tinguished and the wireless on the 
ships was kept silem. 

Passengers on the Teutonic reported 
that the ship had been pursued by 4 
German cruser. The warship at times 
swept the seas with her searchlight in 
an effort to find the liner. The Teu- 
tonic lay to during this operation and 
the cruiser finally disappeared. 

A wireless call for help was then 
sent out by the Teutonic, so her pas- 
sengers .reported, and it not only 
brought a British cruiser, which was 
thought to have been the Essex, but 
the German man-of-war also returned, 
According to the passengers, the Brit- 
ish cruiser was in pursuit of the Ger- 
man when they saw the last of the two 
vessels. 

The officers of the Virginian report- 
ed that Captain Kendall, who after the 
sinking of the Canadian Pacific liner 
Empress of Ireland in the St Lawrence 
river with a loss of more than a thou- 
sand lives, was placed in command of 
the Montrose of the same line, had run 
his ship into Antwerp and rescued a 
number’ of Americans and Canadians 
stranded there. He also towed a Cana- 
dian Pacific liner which was under- 
going repairs in Antwerp out to sea 
and then successfully ran his ship to 


London.

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BUY COTTON GOODS! 

The Atlanta Typographical Union has 
taken a practical, patriotic step, in passing 
a resolution at their last meeting urging 
upon members the use of cotton goods. 

If every woman's organization in the 
country, standing for patriotic and progress- 
ive work, would pass the same resolution, 
and stand by it, there could be brought 
about a renaissance in the history of cotton 
goods that would powerfully aid in solving 
the problem of what fs to be done with our 
surplus cotton product which cannot now 


be sold in foreign: markets. 

There is scarcely a use to which mate- 
rials made of silk or flax are put, where 
that of cotton, especially with the new 
methods of mercerizing, and similar finish, 
could not be made an acceptable substitute, 
with the body of the material and its ar- 
tistic design losing nothing. 

All the materials used for household 
hangings, upholstery, cushions and similar 
decorative effects; for the more practical 
uses of the bed and the table; as well as 
for that great profit-making factor in trade, 
woman's apparel—all of these might be 
brought to the highest standard in the 
nianufacture of cotton goods. 

Besides the great value a movement 
making in this direction would mean to the 
cotton producer, at present, it would prove 
an equally strong factor in the continued 
activity of our cotton mills; bring a greater 
impetus to the manufacture of finer mate- 
rials than has heretofore been recorded in 
our cotton industry, and at last bring to 
the manufacture of our home-made goods 
an expression of the artistic in which we 
have long enough been outclassed by Ger- 
many, France, Austria and England. 

A most important branch of the so- 
called Applied Arts, which has called hun- 
dreds of southerners to northern institu- 
tions to cultivate their talent in this partic- 
ular direction, ‘is the creation of designs 
for textile materials. Acquiring the knowl- 
edge, these same young southerners have 
in 4arge numbers had to depend on compen- 
sation for it from foreign manufacturers. 

There never was a better time to lay 
aside the sort of royal snobbishness which 
has kept us satisfied, not to make entire use 
of what was ours, and to push an honest 
patronage of home products, home indus- 
tries, and home art. 

We are confronted with an embarrass- 
ment of riches in one product which repre- 
sents the greatest asset in our section. It 
is a product which is used in almost every 
department of the home, and yet with but 
exceptional things we must first send this 
native product to foreign markets to have 
it put in such form as is acceptable to us, 
and then we buy it and adorn ourselves 
and our homes with it. 

It is dramatically timely that we begin 
now to see what we can do with our own 
cotton; how beautiful we can make mate- 
rials of it, thus helping out in one of the 
greatest emergencies yet confronting the 
cotton states. 

The kaiserine of fighting Germany has 
begged of the women to meet the emer- 
gency of war there by taking care of the 
homes and the products thereof, in the ab- 
sence of the men; the queen of Belgium 
has asked the women of that country to 
open their homes to the wounded soldiers 
and render them aid; the government of 
France has called upon the women there to 
gather the harvest left unfinished by the 
men. 

Why should not the women of this 
country meet, as they can, the emergency 
with which the war cloud threatens, and 
begin by a universal patronage of home- 
made cotton goods? Such a movement 
would create an immediate demand for 
more cotton. KH would call for more labor 
in the mills; bring into play the genius of 
the textile artists, and in time bring an im- 
petus to the quality and standard of Ameri- 
ean cotton materials that would mean the 


most formidable and profitable rivalry with | 


manufacturing institutions of foreign coun- 
tries. x

WILL HELP SOME! 


The free registry bill for foreign built 
ships passed the senate. yesterday in the 
shape of the measure as it went to the 
senate from the house. The conference re- 
port, which was very much more liberal 
than the house measure, was disagreed to. 

So it seems that the country must con- 
tent itself with the limited provisions ~ 
the house measure, which, however, makes 
eligible for free registry all foreign-built 
ships owned in this country. 

The conference report opened up Amer- 
ican ports to coastwise shipping under cer- 
tain conditions, and this is the shape in 
which a genuine relief measure should 
have passed, but the coastwise monopoly, 
while not strong enough to kill the free 
registry measure, which it would have done 
if it could, succeeded in defeating the more 
liberal provisions of the conference report. 

The house bill, however, as concurred 
in by the senate, goes far towards relieving 
existing conditions, and it will help im- 
measurably in the rehabilitation of Ameri- 
ca’s merchant marine. 


THE CATTLE TICK. 
No appropriation made by the general 


assembly just adjourned will pay larger 
dividends than the one for tick eradication. 
The war against the cattle tick has been 
carried on for years by the state, but those 
in charge of it have always been handi- 
capped by lack of funds. 

While the amount granted this year is 
small, it is sufficient to prosecute the cam- 
paign with greater vigor than ever before, 
And if this pest is driven out of a single 
county the gain to the live stock owners 
should be more than the total appropria- 
tion. 

The Central of Georgia railway, whose 
agriculturalists have a communic&tion on 
this subject today, is doing a splendid work 
in encouraging the farmers along its lines

Cattle Tick Eradication 
And Its Meaning to State 


Editor Constitution: It is a well-estab- 
lished and generally recognized fact that the 
development of a profitable live stock indus- 
try is essential to maintain a permanent 
and progressive agriculture. Tick eradica- 
tion is one of the fundamental necessities 
the development of the cattle industry 
in the southern states. Remove the menace 
of tick infestation and the south can produce 
cattle as profitably as any other section of 
this continent. Cattle infested with ticks 
are stunted in their development; stunted 
cattle are scrub cattle and scrub cattle bring 
scrub prices, and scrub prices would chill 
the ambition of any producer, no matter 
what industry he would represent. 

‘Tick eradication is no longer an experi- 
ment; it is a simple, well understood busi- 
ness operation in which the final results are 
always a success, provided the well estab- 
lished principles of regular and thorough 
disinfection are faithfully carried into ef- 
fect. It is merely a question of years and 
sufficient interest in the industry before the 
cattle tick will be permanently and com- 
pletely eradicated from the southern states. 
Immediately this is accomplished we will 
be serious competitors of the central west- 
ern states in the production of high-class 
Cattle, both of the dairy as well as the beef 
type. 

The agricultural department of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway recognizes these 
facts and is anxious to lend a helping hand 
in the agricultural development of the ter- 
ritory traversed by its lines. Recognizing 
the special opportunity lying at our door in 
helping to produce the world’s food sup- 
plies, meat and meat food products, milk 
and dairy products especially, the Central 
railway inaugurated a plan by which a lim- 
ited number of choice, registered bulls were 
purchased by the company and loaned to 
farmers residing near their lines, provid- 
ing such farmers agreed to establish a dip- 
ping vat, eradicate the ticks from the farms 
and buy one or more registered females of 
the same breed as the bull. The response to 
this invitation far exceeded our expectation. 
The interest manifested by the farmers in 
pure-bred live stock and in the eradication 
of the cattle tick in co-operation with the 
railway department of agriculture resulted 
in establishing many vats, at the farmers’ 
personal expense, and more than $5,000 worth 
of pure-bred cattle have been purchased 
during the past ninety days. In view of 
these achievements it is a pleasure to note 
that the general assembly of the state of 
Georgia, recognizing the need of the hour, 
has aided this worthy cause by increasing 
the appropriation for tick eradication 
$15,000. No appropriation made affects more 
directly and more profitably all of our peo- 
ple. The movement should be made a state- 
wide tssue. A farm can be freed of ticks in 
one season; a militia district can be freed in 
one season and, given the men to supervise 
the work, which of course involves an ap- 
propriation large enough to pay them, the 
entire state of Georgia can be freed of ticks 
in one season. All interested in the “how 
to do it” ought to apply to the state vet- 
erinarian for detailed information, and this 
department will gladly co-operate with all 
parties interested along its lines.

War Denounced by 
American Criminologist 


(From Thomas Speed Mosby’s “Causes and 
Cures of Crime.) 

War, revolution, riot or any condition 
which suspends the civil relation and tends 
to loosen the social bond, will always tend 
to convert men to savages. AubdDrey, in his 
“Contagion du Meutre,” declares that war is 
a neurosis, a contagious, homicidal insanity. 
Lombroso notes that war always increases 
the number of crimes. 

The warlike spirit is sometimes called 
the aggressive principle in man. So it Is. 
The animus furand! is also an aggressive 
principle, and, as lawyers know, no theft 
is complete without it. Why should we 
admire that in man which leads him to fight, 
and denounce that which impels him to 
steal? In the one case, he makes an as- 
sault upon his neighbor's body; in the other, 
upon his property. As to this, Sparta 
showed a degree of consistency which mod- 
ern humbugs would do well to imitate. 

Of course, war is an aggressive princi- 
ple, and that is an additional reason why 
society should guard against it. If it were 
not aggressive it would be innocuous. The 
life of the soldier is a strenuous one, to be 
sure; and so is that of the burglar, the 
highwayman and the pirate. They are all 
active men. Indeed, as Dr. MacDonald says, 
there ts philological evidence to show that in 
Sanskrit the word for crime is the word for 
action. But this active principle asserts 
itself in deeds of rapine and violence only 
among savages. Civilized man has outgrown 
it in proportion as he becomes truly 
civilized. 

Herbert Spencer shows that the warlike 
peoples are the most vicious. The martial 
spirit is the worst feature of human 
nature, because the most brutish. Martial 
law is no law at all, because the civil rela- 
tions are suspended, the bands of society 
are dissolved, and the military arm is para- 
mount. There is, strictly speaking, nothing 
good in war. As Shakespeare said _ in 
Henry V., “There are few die well that die 
in battle,” Benjamin Franklin was literally 
correct when he wrote: “There never was 
a good war or a bad peace.” All war is 
homicide, robbery and arson, and morally 
excusable, if at all, upon the part of those 
who wage it in. self-defense. All great 
social atavisms, both in Europe and in Asia, 
have been immediately preceded by wars of 
conquest.

Editor Constitution: Allow me to express 
through your columns appreciation of your 
editorial in Friday’s issue on the “Exemption 
of College Endowments From Taxation.” It 
is refreshing to read so statesmanly an artl- 
cle in the midst of the depression of war 
news and the puerilities of personal politics. 

The poliey of exemption is wise public 
economy. Happily the demand for the high- 
est educational opportunities is rapidly de- 
veloping in Georgia. I estimate that the state 
would have to appropriate 40 per cent more 
money to care for the demand now supplied 
by such non-state institutions. Is it not 
wise, then, for the state to draw these endow- 
ments into its general educational system at 
as small an investment as exemption of en- 
dowments from taxes? 

Our common schools need much more 
money to reach perfection. Our agricultural 
colleges ought to receive larger help. Our 
normal schools are clamoring for more mon- 
ey to meet the demands. Why not welcome 
money given out of private means, small 
or large, to help meet the needs of our times? 
Sound public policy indorses your states- 
manship in the premises. 

Georgia is a great state, but its policy 
towards the giving of money towards benev- 
Olent enterprises has been extremely pars!i- 
monious. It has worked from the standpoint 
of narrow individualism rather than social 
welfare. It thas adopted statutes prohibitive 
rather than promotive of philanthropy. Wit- 
ness the law that lost dear old Brant Den- 
mark's affectionate provision for our noble 
university. Witness again the taxation of 
charitable bequests to human advancement. 

We welcome, then, all the more, such 
breadth of opinion and largeness of view 
as indicated in your editorial.

Our Flag for Captured Ships. 


(From The Providence Journal.) 

The weak efforts now being made by 
congress to increase the American mercan- 
tile marine to partially meet the exigencies 
which have arisen in consequence of the 
European war must apparently involve this 
country in serious international complica- 
tions, as it is not probable that either ef the 
leading naval powers engaged in war would 
recognize the belated American registry of 
an enemy's vessel. 

The American mercantile marine can, how- 
ever, probably be largely increased if Amer- 
ican ship-owners take advantage of their 
opportunity and make purchases of some of 
the German vessels which have been, and 
will be, captured by the English and French. 
hese vessels will in a reasonable time, be 
condemned by the prize courts and sold. 
Such sales, under intérnational law, are valid 
and the titles passed cannot be questioned 
by any nation. There is no subterfuge con- 
nected with them. While possibly such cap- 
tures and sales may result, when peace en- 
sues, in claims being made for the value 
of the property, such claims can only be 
effective against the governments and cannot 
hold against the neutral owners who pur- 
chased the vessels from such governments. 

Moreover, the purchase of prize vessels 
by neutral Americans could, and should, very 
materially conserve the interests of the 
American consignees and owners of the car- 
goes. If our state department would co- 
operate with the American purchasers, as in 
the present state of feeling it seems in- 
clined to do, it should request the RBrttish 
or Brench governments, in all cases where 
cargoes in captured German veseels are con- 
signed to neutral America, to permit such 
cargoes to he brought forward to destination, 
after the purchase of the hwils by either 
American or other owners. As one authority 
epitomizes the international law wpon this 
subject: “An enemy’s ship does not make 
enemy goods,” and the capturer must spare 
neutral goods when found on board the 
enemy's vessels. Consequently, the Pngish 
and French governments must ultimately re- 
imburse Amertean consignees through our 
government for the value of the cargoes of 
all German vessels captured, when euch car- 
goes are consigned to Americans in this 
ads yf instead of becom! spon 
sfble for the vwalue of the merghan@ioa, our 
government can prevail wpon the other na- 
tions to permit such goods to be f rded 
to destination, the purchasers of the vessel 
whether American, English or French woul 
earn the freights upon such cargoes, which 
are legally transferred by the capture and 
sale of the ships, and all the governments 
would be relieved from complicated ques- 
tions, discussions and the additional losses 
which would acorue in consequence of the 
sale of these cargoes at less than their val- 
ues, while the American consignees would, 
in a reasonable time, receive their property,

Tells the Whole Story. 


Editor Constitution: In the issue of the 
Marion County Patriot for August 14 is 
published by the tax collector a statement 
of the parcels or tracts of land unreturned 
for taxes. The owners are unknown to the 
tax collector, but are notified that unless 
settlement for taxes is soon made execu- 
tions will be issued, ete. The publication 
of this statement requires more than five 
columns, covering a little more than a full 
page of the weekly paper. The parcels of 
land are more than five hundred in number 
and vary from 10 to 200 acres. Some of these 
tracts are unreturned for one, some for two, 
some for three and some for all four of the 
years 1910, 1911, 1912 and 1913. The longest 
list is for tracts unreturned for 1913. About 
9,000 acres were not given in during any 
of the last four years. The total of these 
tracts of unreturned lands, if I make no mis- 
take in addition, is about 67,000 acres, or 
nearly 90 square miles. The entire area of 
the county is 360 square miles. Thus nearly 
one-fourth of the county wag unreturned 
during one or more of the last four years. 

The above statement of fact as published 


in The Marion County Patriot is herewith 


submitted without comment or explanation 
and is respectfully commended to the con- 
sideration of those who believe that there 
has been no real need for a better adminis- 
tration of our tax laws.

J. RANDOLPH ANDERSON REPLIES 
TO CHARGES OF J. H. ANDREWS 

J. Randolph Anderson, candidate for gov- 
ernor, has written a letter to James H. An- 
drews, of the T. P. Avs, in which he says that 
Mr. Andrews has grossly misrepresented him 
in regard to the mileage bill which was ve- 
toed some years ago. Mr. Anderson's letter 
follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 16, 1914. 

“Mr. James H. Andrews, Atlanta, Ga. 

“Dear Sir: I was shown last night one of 
the circular letters of August 12th, signed by 
yourself and Mr. H. D. Shackelford, in which 
you seek to sway the traveling men of Geor- 
gia against me on the charge that I defeated 
and filibustered against the mileage  béll 
when [ was in the house. 

“Your letter does me a gross injustice 
and is an absolute misrepresentation of my 
actions. It is also an utter misstatement of 
the facts as to what was done in the legis- 
lature. There were two bills in the legisla- 
ture of 1911-12 and in your letter you have 
mixed them up. You speak as if there was 
only one bill and you say I defeated it in 
committee by one vote. You also say it was 
recommitted, got a favorable report, and 
that I, seeing it would pass the senate, fili- 
bustered against it and held it up till the 
day before adjournment and then let it pass 
because I had fixed it up with the governor 
to veto it. Ajl this is an absolute distortion 
of the facts and fabricates a situation that 
never existed. 

“There were, as I say, two bills, both of 
them were senate bills and both had passed 
the senate before they came to the house at 
all. 1 never filibustered against either of 
them and never communicated with the gov- 
ernor directly or indirectly about either of 
them, and had no idea he was going to veto 
the one he did in 1912. 

“The first of these bills was in 1911 and 
was to require railroads to maintain separate 
ticket windows and separate agents to han- 
dle mileage tickets. After passing the sen- 
ate it was read first time in the house on 
August 4. I could not favor the bill in the 
shape it was drawn, but thought the facts 
shown the committee called for some relief 


and that a bill should be reported instructing | 
known. 


the railroad commission to make an investi- 
gation of their own motion and to require 
additional windows and agents wherever 
necessary. The bill was reported adversely 
by the committee on August 8 and a few 
days later was recommitted. At the next 
meeting of the committee the bill was again 
killed by a majority vote. I opposed this and 
urged that a bill affording adequate relief 
should be reported. It was due entirely to 
my insistence that the committee reconsid- 
ered its actton in killing the bill and adopted 
my substitute bill, which they reported back 
favorably on August 15. On August BT, 393%. 
the measure came up in the house and I sup- 
ported and voted for it. The committee sub- 
stitute was adopted and the committee re- 
port agreed to, but on its passage the Dill 
received four votes less tham the required 
number and so failed. 

“So much for the first bill. The other 
bill, also a senate bill, wes in 1912 and re- 
quired the pulling of mileage on trains. Aft- 
er passing the senate it was read first time 
in house on July 19. It wae not referred to 
any committees but waé made an engrossed 
bill. By unanimous oonsent it was read the 
second time on July 24. I made no opposi- 
tion or filibuster of any kind against this 
bilL It came up for passage on August 14, 
1912, and was passed by a vote of 94 to 132. 
This is the bill that was subsequently vetoed, 
but I had no knowledge that it would be 
vetoed and had made no effort whatever to 
have that done. The first intimation or 
knowledge I had of a veto was when I read 
in the papers that it had been done. 

“This gives you the actual facts as to 
these two bills and shows how grossly you 
have misrepresented me and my actions about 
them. If you are a just man you will en- 
deavor to correct your statements and recall 
your letters.

Jackson, Ga, August 17.—(Special.)—On 
the eve of the state primary political inter- 
est among. the citizens of Butts county is 
keen, the present campaign having a number 
of features that appeal to the people here 
The race for representative Nes between Dr. 
R. W. Mays and C. A. Towles and well in- 
formed politicians say the outcome will be in 
dowbt until the ballots are counted. Another 
contest in which there is much interest is 
that for state senator from the twenty-sixth 
district, with Judge H. M. Fletcher and Hon.

Area of Servia. 


The probable early succession of Prince 
Alexander to the complete rights of the 
Servian throne brings into prominence the 
expansion which Servia has undergone in 
the last few years. Before the recent wars 
with Turkey and Bulgaria, Servia wag di- 
vided into eighteen districts. The area of 
the country was 18,644 square miles, with a 
population of 2,911,701. Servia acquired, as 
a result of the wars, territory to the extent 
of 14,668 square miles, with a population of 
1,481,614, reports Consul Haskell at Bel- 
grade. The total area of the country today 
is, therefore, 33,312 square miles, with a 
total population of 4,393,315. The new terri- 
tory has been divided into twelve admin- 
istrative districts, making a total of thirty 
administrative districts in the whole coun- 
try.

Mayor Woodward's veto to the 
amended ordinance recently passed by 
council giving council the power to 
elect the city purchasing agent and in- 
creasing the salary from $1,800 to $2,400 
per annum, was read before general 
council at the Monday afternoon 
meeting, and on the motion of Coun- 
cilman Mason the message was tabled 
witho&t comment for further action by 
council at the next meeting.

MACON LAWYERS 
DEFEND HARRIS 


Bibb Bar Declares That the 


Attacks Qualify Judge 
Harris for Governor. 


Macon, Ga., August 17.—(Special.)— 
The prominent lawyers of Macon have 
resented the attack recently made upon 
Judge Harris by his gubernatorial op- 
ponent, J. Randolph Anderson, and have 
issued the following reply: 

“In a card published in the press of 
Sunday, August 16. 1914, and signed 
by the Hon. J. Randolph Anderson, one 
of the candidates for governor, it is 
stated that ‘Judge Harris is an able 
man, but he has one serious defect 
which disqualifies him from making a 
good executive. His general reputation 
is that he seems to be almost con- 
stitutionally incapable of making up his 
mind and of taking any positive decl- 
sive stand on any question where feel- 
ing or influence is brought to bear on 
both sides of it. He was appointed 
judge for a short unexpired term of the 
Macon circuit in 1910, and it is noto- 
rious in Macon and throughout the 
circuit that by reason of this defect 
he made a failure of that position to 
such an extent that he did not venture 
to offer for re-election. If a man can- 
not nerve himself up to rendering the 
decisions required of a judge in the 
trial of cases, how can he be expected 
to successfully discharge the functions 
of the chief executive of the state?’ 

“We do not know the source of the 
supposed information upon which this 
attack on Judge Harris is made Mr 
Anderson cannot speak fromgnis own 
knowledge, as he was not a pra=titioner 
in any of Judge Harris’ courts or resi- 
dentin his circuit. We demytie truth 
of his statements and deplore the 
spirit in which they are made, the 
more especially as Mr. Anderson is a 
prominent membder of the Georgia Bar 
as well as an opposing candidate of 
Judge Harris. Such attacks are only 
to be expected from the ignorant, and 
never from those who have a sacred 
regard for the judiciary. Judge Harris, 
like all other conscientious men of 
large brain, is deliberate in reaching 
conclusions on important questions, 
but arppon reaching them he is :qually 
distinguished for his firmness .nd de- 
termination.
